Chesterton and Shaw Con- 
trasted — Serious Side of 
Shaw Seen in Comedies 



"Bernard Shaw regards art as a 
means of getting home a message," 
was an assertion made by the Rev 
Lawrence Clare of tho Church of the 
MessLih In the course of an address 
on the message of Bernard i^li.'UV at 
the People's Forum last night. .Shaw 
sa.vs that he would sacrifice any aitls- 
tic product to further, his socialistic 
propaganda. 

, The speaker told a startlinç anec- 
dote about Mr. Shaw to show his deep- 
ly serious and religious nature. la the 
midst of a recital of religious music 
in Sheffield, a tall man with a long 
beard stood up In the gallery at at- 
tention, and as the motif deepened 
tears were seen to stream down bis 
cheeks. This was Mr. Shaw, Influenced 
by music to be for a few momenta 
deeply devout. 

Mr- Shaw baa been called perhaps 
the greatest intellect devoted to the 
drama for hundreds ot ytars. He 
strikes awe in the minds ot many who 
see hSm. 'With his red beard, he form- 
erly resembled Mephigtophele» and un- 
doubtedly his works seemed to bear 
out the resemblance to many. Now 
when his beard is white he Is much 
like an Old Testament Prophet and 
numerous readers see his kindly side. 

"His best critic Is Chesterton, who 
is a Roman Catholic with the opposite 
point of view to that of Shaw, a per- 
sonal friend of Shaw, and a genius 
himself," said Mr. Clare. "Chesterton 
uses these adjectives to describe Shaw:

When Judge Ben Llnd3<^y, of the .Iii- 
venllc Court ot Denver Colorado spnak.s 
tonight at the Rltz-Carlton Hotel on 
the Revoit of Modem Youth, it Is ex- 
pected that he will have some revela- 
tions to make over and above thos.i 
written down In his book by the .same 
name. 

Judge Lindsey la usuaiiy considered 
In America as the man who has had 
^ j more dealings with young people than 
' any other man Im his time, and hi.'S 
conclusions with regard to the trend 
of morality in the present age have 
Interested thousands who have read 
his books or heard his speeches. 

He •was born In J.-ickson, Tenn-, ot: 
Novemijer 25th 1S69. He .studied law 
and was admitted to the bar in 1394. 
He became Judge of the Juvenile Court 
of Denver in 1901, and has served in 
thjit capacity for nearly 27 ye.Trs. 

Judge Lindsey has pronounced him- 
self as strongly in favour of the idea 
ot Juvenile courts, and through his in- 
fluence has been able to get these 
established now In some ot the states 
of the Union. These have not been 
uniformly successful, and make several 
people think that this method Is not 
successful uniess supervised by such 
a genius of tolerance as Lindsey. 

His reputation as an authority on 
Juvenile dc'Inciuency is oi' at", inter-

Progress usually depends on man's struggle :o«:ird.i Uifp!:.. !le nuiy 
aim high and get somewhere, but If he iias no a4m, i\e falls flowr, Tiie ro.id 
10 Utopia is like an escalator with the stairs moving downward— If man stops 
;n his c'.imb still the escilator doe? his moving for \\\vn. 

.\i long as peop'.e are wprrltfl abcui the fearful consequciK-e oî war. tlicy 
■i-.e safe from war. As lonj: as th«\- sre concorr.cO nbout the social ills of the 
liny, those social ills will never "jeccme dangerous to xivilizatioti. 

The Idealist sets up his standard, and the world, measured by that stan- 
I'.aid, Is insane. Uott people arc idealists; they see insanity In the world, and 
:f they are wise, they see the passions and mental attitudes in their own per- 
sons that expiai:- the world's Fceming Insanity. 

They discuss problems and bewail the world which men n:;«ke for liicm- 
.selves and wallow in, and they keep the guiding star unclouded before the 
world. They attempt to live pirsonally up to their ideals, and they do their 
bit to raise the standard of the world. It Is much easier to do the former 
than the latter, but the former has quite a hit of value. 

As soon as mere transitory pleasures occupy the minds of men to the com- 
pete seclusion of idealism, civilhation will decay. Rome came to this stage. 
.Tnd became the unhappiest of all empires. 

The torch of knowledge is a profound simile. It is particul.iHy ripiilicable 
here.
